Problem Of 
Poland Was 
Toughest At 
Yalta Parley

Washington, March 1« (AP)—The 


Polish issue was the most compli- 
cated task ot the Yalta conference, 
and the meet ticklish. 


Judging by the time they spent 


discussing it with Parliament and 
Congress, it was the point on which 
Prime Minister Churchill and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt felt themselves most 
vulnerable. 


It took two days of intensive work 


to produce a compromise—and even 
then Mr. Roosevelt acknowledged 
he wasn't altogether satisfied with 
it. 


To start with, there was a definite 


conflict of views, even as to facts. 
Give-and-take came only after the 
hottest arguments of the meeting. 


Invasion Corridor 


Some trouble arose because any 


settlement appeared likely to con- 
flict with Atlantic Charter declara- 
tions for territorial integrity of small 
nations and their right to select 
their own governments. 


More trouble arose because Rus- 


sia recognised the Polish govern- 
ment seated in Lublin, Poland, 
whereas Britain and the 
United 


States recognized the exile govern- 
ment in London. 


There were territorial issues of 


no small proportions. 


Twice within a quarter of a cen- 


tury. Marshal Stalin said, Poland 
had been the gateway through which 
Germans invaded Russia. To seal off 
this gateway, he called for the Cur- 
zon line as his western border. 


Stalin's Position 


Stalin said he could not accept 


anything less even though it meant 
taking away a third of 1939 Poland. 
He was entirely frank in expressing 
concern that England and America 
might soften toward Germany to 
the point that the Reich might some 
day ascend to power again. 


Stalin said he wanted a Poland he 


could trust, and a Poland strong 
enough to check any future attack 
long enough to permit Red armies 
to go into battle beyond their own 
soil. _ , 


Stalin was in position to enforce 


practically any demand he cared to 
make abous Poland. Soviet forces 
had driven the Germans from the 
country, and the government func- 
tioning in Polish territory was the 
one recognized by Russia 


Many Concessions 
' 


The Yalta agreement generally 


gives Russia the Curzon line. In 
compensation, Poland will get "sub- 
stantial accessions of territory in 
the north and west"—bites out of 
Germany. 


While the action on Poland has 


been interpreted widely as a diplo- 
matic Coup for Stalin, the Premier 
did have to make concessions with 
respect to the Polish government. 


He agreed to reorganize the Lublin 


regime so as to bring in other "dem- 
ocratic elements." He consented to 
an arrangement under which Rus- 
sia could be outvoted on the make- 
up of the new government. The 
commission to set it up has one Rus- 
sian, one British and one American 
member. 


The plan for reorganizing the Po- 


lish government is a specific appli- 
cation of the declaration on liber- 
ated Europe. It works out this way: 


The Allied commission will con- 


sult with members of the present 
govprnment in Poland and with oth- 
er Polish leaders, including some of 
those in London. They will faring 
into being a "Polish provisional gov- 
ernment of national unity." 


This government, pledged to "free

First Army when he was wounded. 
He took part in the invasion June 
6, 1944, which was his 25th birth- 
day anniversary.

employed for a year and a half at

Peep Explodes Land Mine In 
Southern France And Blinds 
Sergeant Nelson E. Schultz 


A long, heavily armed column of 


American soldiers was moving north 
over a dust-covered road in southern 
France last October 18. It was shortly 
after 6 p. m. The column was driv- 
ing deep into once enemy-held ter- 
ritory, pushing their advantage to 
rid France of the German invaders. 


The men were slogging along in 


the center of the road, leaving the 
sides to motor vehicles moving 
south. Two peeps, one on each side 
of the column, approached from the 
north and whizzed southward. Sud- 
denly one of the peeps passed over 
and 
exploded 
an anti-personnel 


mine. The peep and its occupants 
were blown to bits. Five men in the 
column also received the full blast 
of the explosive. One of the five

He Never FeH Pain 


On December 28 surgeons at the 


Valley Forge Memorial General hos- 
pital removed the bandages from 
Nelson Schultz's eyes and told him 
that he was blind. Both eyes having 
been blown into darkness by the 
land mine planted by the retreating- 
Germans in southern France 71 days 
before. 


Thursday afternoon T. Sgt. Nelson 


Schultz, who will "observe" fits 22nd 
birthday next June 21, sat on a 
woodbox in the kitchen of his par- 
ents' four-room log and board home, 
a few miles west of Cashtown, and 
told a reporter for The Gettysburg 
Times that up to this day he has 
never felt a single pain since he 
was so badly wounded.

his torn pants, Nelson Schultz, the 
oldest of fourteen children, all of 
whom are home except Cpl. Donald 
Edward Schultz 20, now somewhere

The 
truck, lying in the potential mam- 
moth omelet, completely blocked the 
highway for some time after the 
crash.

Ruhr-Frankfurt superhighway with machinegun fire today 
from positions 200 yards away, while to the south the 
smashing offensives of the U. S. Seventh and Third Armies 
threatened to rip away the Saarland and the Palatinate, last 
German holdings of importance west of the Rhine. 


Russian troops opened a violent new attack on last Nazi 


j positions east of the Oder in the Stettin area after a wither- 
ing artillery barrage which was followed by a lunge of massed 
tanks and infantry, the Germans said. In East Prussia a 
Russian breakthrough to the Frisches Haff, Baltic lagoon, 
split the remnants of 200,000 Germans defending the Koen- 
igsberg zone, another major attack was reported opening 
southwest of Breslau in Silesia. 


U. S. heavy bombers smashed several headquarters 


buildings and rows of barracks in yesterday's heavy attack 
on Hitler's army staff headquarters at Zossen, 20 miles south 
of Berlin, it was announced officially. Great fires were spread.

are 6% miles from the river at their 
deepest penetration of inner Ger- 
many. 


In the Remagen bridgehead the 


Germans reported "the biggest sin- 
gle concentration of power on a nar- 
rou- front ever seen in this war." 
The Nazis said four more divisions 
were hurled into the rising battle 
there. Previously they had reported 
more than 100,000 Americans in the 
bridgehead, including forces of the 
new U S. 15th Army. 


"Even during the invasion of 


Normandy there was nothing to 
compare with it, a Nazi commenta- 
tor said "The situation is like a 
boiler under maximum pressure and 
ready to explode from pent-up ener- 
gy."

The fortress cities 
are 35 miles apart. Liquidation of 
the Braunsberg defenders was ex- 
pected momentarily. 


Fierce R«d Attacks 


Soviet troops mounted fierce at- 


tacks in the southwest suburbs of 
Koenigsberg, the besieged capital 
of the Province. Massed field gu»« 
and rockets rained death on eneiny 
positions as Red Army tank: and in- 
lantry assault teams drove ahead. 


The Russians also have slashed 


anew into the German Danzig- 
Gdynia defense perimeter in the 
Polish corridor. 


On the front due east of Berlin, 


the Russians said, only local fight- 
ing occurred yesterday. The Ger- 
mans have reported Soviet forces 
across the Oder river in strength.

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CHURCHILL HAS 
FIRED RRST IN 
POLITICAL WAR

, British Prime Minister Churchill 
yesterday unexpectedly fired the 
first gun in the great political en- 
gagement which will tell how far 
England (like many other countries) 
has swung to the "left" during the 
war years while there has been no 
general election to register public 
leanings—a momentous development 
in a Europe which is on the verge 
of epochal changes! 


* Churchill flung his battle-banner 
during a conference of the now 
dominant conservative party which 
he heads. He served notice that, 
contrary to widespread expectations, 
he not only has no intention of 
abandoning the premiership at the 
end of the war, but plans to carry 
right on into the peace. 


With that he proclaimed his plat- 


form. Lashing out at "our Socialist 
friends," he declared their program 
"for nationalizing all the means of 
production, distribution and ex- 
change, would imply "not only de- 
struction of the whole existing sys- 
tem of society and life and labor, 
but the creation and enforcement 
of another system or systems bor- 
rowed from foreign lands, and alien 
minds" As opposed to this he 
named his own doctrine: 


Sensational Attack 


"At the head of our mainmast we 


fly the flag of free enterprise " 


It was a bold and sensational at- 


tack, delivered with all the general- 
ship learned in a generation of 
political struggle. It left nothing to 
imagination. 


It was a declaration for progress 


—but against Communistic methods. 


It's highly i n t e r e s t i n g that 


Churchill's speech also forecast that 
the European war might be over 
"before the summer ends or even 
sooner." The launching of his poli- 
tical offensive indicates that he in- 
deed believes the Hitlerian conflict 
is drawing to a close—as who 
doesn't. 


Well now, what are we likely to 


see in the general election which 
Churchill has promised as soon as 
possible after the European war 
ends? 


It's ten years since Britain went to 


the polls and, as already remark- 
ed, in that time she has swung 
"left." However, we shouldn't make 
the mistake of thinking that tra- 
ditionally conservative England has 
swung heavily to the "red." She has 
gone "left" in the sense that she 
recognizes,the.time;Has come -when 
there must be" sweeping social and 
economic reforms for the general 
good.

George G. Meade Md., then to 
Newport News, Va., and then to 
North Africa. He said he doesn't 
remember his first engagement but 
does remember going to Sicily and 
then to Italy where he served on 
the Anzio beachhead. He reached 
Rome and then was. returned to a 
rest camp prior to the invasion of 
southern France. 


His memory is vague on the inva- 


sion, but he does remember October 
18, the last time he was able to see. 


When the mine exploded "almost 


in my face," Sergeant Shultz said 
that he felt no pain whatever, al- 
though he admitted he could not see. 
He said he was not stunned or even 
knocked down by the blast. He and 
four other Soldiers were removed to 
a first aid station in a peep and 
later was transferred to the 59th 
Evacuation hospital. The next morn- 
ing he was removed to the 3Gth Gen- 
eral hospital where surgeons re- 
moved his left eye. Again he said he 
felt no pain 


Sails for Statcs 


One month later he was in the 


70th Hospital station and on De- 
cember 12 he boarded ship and sailed 
for the States arriving in Boston on 
December 24. He spent four days m 
the Camp Edwards hospital and 
then was transferred to Valley 
Forge. There his bandages were re- 
moved from his eyes and he learned 
for the first time that he was blind. 
He does not remember when his, 
right eye was removed. 


The young soldier, who is 5 feet 


7 inches tall and weighs 172 pounds, 
says he hasn't decided wliat he is 
going to do in the future. He has 
his choice of trades for which the 
government, will train him and he 
said he will decide in the early fu- 
ture He has learned to read Braille 
and readily tells time with his Braille 
watch, a gift from the government. 
He prefers to shave himself and 
travels from the hospital to his home 
alone. "I can go anywhere, any- 
time," he boasted. He proudly dis- 
played a black braided leather belt 
he made at the hospital and praises 
the care and attention he has re- 
ceived since he was wounded.

Safety With Mercuric ChlMide 
Gardeners and farmers have per- 


haps already observed the increas- 
ing number of finances where mer- 
curic chloride, often called corrosive 
sublimate, is recommended for dis- 
infecting certain seed to prevent 
seed-borne diseases, also to combat 
such insects as the cabbage and on- 
ion root maggots and gladiolus thrip. 
But the knowledge that this chem- 
ical is a deadly poison causes many 
persons to hesitate to use it in con- 
necuiuii with food plants Here, 
therefore, are some simple facts to 
remove doubtful points from me- 
thods of employing this disinfectant 


Mercuric chloride is sold in bulk 


form by many spraying material 
dealers' and drug stores, also in tab- 
let form in small bottles The tab- 
lets are shaped like miniature cof- 
fins. 


Emphasis is always placed on the 


fact that this chemical should be 
mixed and handled in glass, earth- 
enware or wooden vessels, never in 
metal This is explained by remem- 
bering that it corrodes metals. In 
preparing 
it 
the 
recommended 


quantity should be dissolved in a 
little hot water and then diluted 
with cool or cold water to the 
advised strength. It dissolves very 
slowly in cold water Use a wooden 
spoon or paddle for stirring. 


handle With Care 


One standard tablet dissolved in 


one pint of water makes a 1:1000 
solution, the strength recommended 
for disinfecting most seeds before 
planting and for use around newly 
set cabbage plants to kill root mag- 
gots. A 1 2000 strength is used for 
disinfecting tomato seed, prepared 
by dissolving one standard tablet in 
a quart of water. The 1:1000 solu- 
tion, as advised for disinfecting po- 
tato seed and gladiolus conns, is 
prepared in larger quantities at the 
rate of 1 ounce to 7% gallons of 
water 


Persons preparing or otherwise

The chemical is soon 
dissipated In the soil and there are 
no possibilities of the plants talcing 
any part of n into their tissues, 
much less retaining- it until ma- 
turity 


Extra. Tips Available 


When treating such small seeds as 


cabbage, cucumber, eggplant, to- 
mato and cauliflower to prevent 
seed-borne disease, it is important 
to remember that strength of solu- 
tion and methods or duration of 
treatment vary somewhat But in 
all cases the seed must be washed 
for 15 minutes after immersion, pre- 
ferably m cold lunmng: water, and 
then dried before sowing. 


To treat potatoes to prevent scab 


and rhizoctoma, soak, the tubers for 
2 hours in a I'lOOO solution and al- 
low them to dry befoie cutting to 
plant

uable chemical, especially beginners 
in gardening, they are invited to 
write the editor for needed advice 
A few questions may save many dol- 
lars' worth of crops.

Every growing thing has to have

YANKS BLAST 
NAZI STAFFS 
HEADQUARTERS 


London, March 16 <AP)—Bomb- 


blasted Berlin underwent Its 24th 
consecutive RAT night raid last 
night after specially trained Ameri- 
can fliers had climaxed a peak day 
of Allied air operations with a 650- 
plane pulverizing attack on Adolf 
Hitler's army staff headquarters at 
Zossen, 20 miles from the German 
capital. 


RAF night raiders also struck at 


Hagen in the industrial Ruhr and at 
oil refineries in Misbourg, near 
Hannover. 


TJ. S. Eighth Air Force officers re- 


ported great success in the Zossen 
attack, which was the first time 
American bombers had blasted the 
Nazi high command nerve center. 


Hit Surface Quarters 


More than 1,350 bombers, guarded 


by 750 fighters, roared straight for 
Berlin and then split in half to loop 
around the capital for the Zossen 
raid and attacks on the Oranienburg 
railyards to the north. 


The Americans encountered only 


sporadic and light anti-aircraft fire 
as they smashed at all the head- 
quarters 
buildings 
above-ground. 


Part of the Zossen center is known 
to be deep underground. 


The bombers dropped 6,000 high 


xplosive bombs totaling 1,500 tons, 
plus 325,000 incendiaries that re- 
turning crewmen said started fires 
which soon engulfed many build- 
ings

ENFORCEMENT 
OF STATE FIRE 
LAWS LOCALLY 


.Members of the Gettysburg fire 


company at their March meeting 
Monday "evening initiated steps to 
secure enforcement'in Gettysburg of 
state laws requiring fire escape 
facilities on apartment houses and 
store and office buildings in Gettys- 
burg. 


At the same time the firemen de- 


cided to send a committee before 
the Gettysburg council to- inquire 
•what borough help will be "given to- 
ward the purchase oFa ladder truck 
or new pumper and to suggest that- 
council again earmark returned beer 
and liquor license fees for the use 
of the fire company. 


Officials and several members of 


the company joined in the discus- 
sion of the need for additional lad- 
der equipment for fighting fires in 
Gettysburg. The firemen pointed out 
that there are buildings in Gettys- 
burg for which the company does 
'not have adequate ladder equipment 
—that also are without fire escapes. 


One company 
officer declared: 


"The state Department of Labor 
and Industry has been notified time 
and again aboOl fire hazards in Get- 
tysburg which exist because owners 
are not complying with state laws 
regarding exits and fire escapes. In- 
vestigations have been made but 
about the time we think something 
is going to be done, the whole case 
goes 'blooey.'" 


' Seek State Aid 


At the direction of the company. 


President James B. Aumen named 
Chief James A. Aumen, Fire Marshal 
Raymond Bisbing, Joseph E. Codori, 
George D. March and Vernon Corle 
to a committee to go to the state 
department and demand elimina- 
tion of local fire hazards by en- 
forcement of already existing laws. 


President Aumen declared there 


are buildings on West Middle street, 
Chambersburg street and center 
square that house 'apartments on 
upper floors and do not have fire 
escapes."

Firemen will 
have instruction cards printed and 
mailed to residents on all of the 
rural routes out of Gettysburg. 


Time and equipment frequently is 


wasted by poor directions on coun- 
try fires, firemen declared.
